IRVIN  D.  REID 


President,  Montclair  State  College 


Irvin  D.  Reid  asstimed  the  presidency  of  Montclair  State  College  in  August  1989,  becoming  the  seventh 
executive  of  New  Jersey's  largest  state  college. 

Dr.  Reid  holds  Ph.D.  and  master's  degrees  in  business  and  applied  economics  from  The  Wharton  School 
of  the  University  of  Permsylvania.  He  earned  a  bachelor's  degree  and  another  master's,  both  in  ex- 
perimental psychology,  from  Howard  University.  He  also  studied  at  Harvard  University's  Institute  for 
Educational  Management,  conducted  for  senior  imiversity  administrators  by  the  Graduate  Schools  of 
Education  and  Business. 

At  the  University  of  Tennessee  at  Chattanooga  since  1979,  Dr.  Reid  was  dean  of  the  School  of  Business 
Administration  and  John  Stagmaier  Professor  of  Economics  and  Business  Admirustration  for  the  past  six 
years.  During  that  time,  he  worked  vdth  the  chancellor  and  vice  chancellor  for  development  and  increased 
the  total  endovraient  for  the  business  school  sixteenfold,  raised  the  school  to  the  highest  number  of 
endowed  chairs  of  excellence  and  professorships  in  business  schools  in  the  state,  and  was  instrumental 
through  increased  external  support  in  more  than  tripling  the  ntunber  of  faculty  supported  by  endowed 
chairs  and  other  endowments. 

Dr.  Reid  designed  and  initiated  the  tmiversity's  first  summer  study  abroad  program  in  Europe.  In 
addition,  he  implemented  a  faculty  fellows  program  in  which  faculty  serve  internships  in  industry  and 
designed  a  joint  liberal  arts/business  program.  Prior  to  becoming  dean.  Dr.  Reid  was  head  of  the 
Department  of  Marketing  and  Business  Law  and  Alan  Lorberbaum  Professor  and  Professor  of  Business 
Admirustration  on  the  Chattanooga  campus.  Previously,  he  had  been  an  associate  professor  of  marketing 
in  Howard  University's  School  of  Business  and  Public  Administration. 

Dr.  Reid  has  also  served  as  full-time  consultant  to  the  United  States  Consimier  Product  Safety 
Commission  and  was  a  senior  staff  specialist  in  marketing  and  economic  research  to  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  (NASA).  He  was  assistant  professor  of  marketing  at  Drexel 
University  and  lecturer  in  psychology  at  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  and  St.  Joseph's  College,  all  in 
Philadelphia. 

Dr.  Reid  served  as  President  of  the  Southern  Business  Administrators  Association  Executive  Committee. 
He  organized  a  sympositmi  on  "New  Opportimities  in  Marketing"  for  the  American  Institute  for  Decision 
Sciences  and  participated  in  a  number  of  programs  on  global  education.  Dr.  Reid  also  serves  as  a  member 
of  the  board  of  National  Westminster  Bank  and  the  Ready  Foimdation.  He  chairs  the  International  Trade 
Committee  of  the  Newark  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  serves  as  an  at  large  member  of  the  Essex  Coiinty 
Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.
